JAPANESE REPLY | 


IS STILL AWAITED 


All Powers Formally Invited to Dis­ 
armament Conference Accept 
With Single Exception

Japanese Foreign Office is Quoted 
as Saying Attitude of Govern­ 
ment is Unchanged 


(B y U nited P re ss) 
J a p a n , the solo remaining power 
which has not 
accepted President 
H arding’s invitation to the W ashing­ 
ton disarmament conference, endor­ 
ses the principle 
of 
disarmament, 
tint is not ready to make an official 
statement regarding the conference. 
This was revealed 
today 
in 
a 
United P ress dispatch from Tokio, 
quoting the J ap a n ese foreign office. 
Meantime, an effort 
w as 
under 
way to have the Washington con­ 
ference supercede the disarmament 
activities o f tin- League o f Nations. 
When the disarm am ent committee 
o f tin* League meets S a tu rd a y 
in 
Paris, the French delegation will ask 
that a c t i o n he deferred until a f te r 
the H arding meeting. 
This strengthened the growing d is­ 
position 
to regard the disarmament 
conference as a preliminary step to ­ 
w ard H arding’s proposed “ asso c ia­ 
tion o f nations" as a substitute f o r 
the League. 
Italy's reply to Pres. H arding’s 
invitation to tile disarmament con­ 
ference was received at the 
state 
departm ent today. 
A cceptances have now boon re c ­ 
eived from all o f the powers con­ 
cerned except Ja p a n . 
Opposition is cropping up in Great 
Britain to Lloyd George acting 
as 
head of the delegation to W a shing­ 
ton, despite the f a c t Prem ier Briand 
is certain to represent -France. 
A merican S enators are planning 
to th rash out the Pacific problem be­ 
fore that question is taken up in co n ­ 
junction with disarmament. 


Jan Attitude Unchanged 


Tokio, July 13.— The J ap a n ese f o r ­ 
eign office, in an interview

stated that the favorable attitude of 
the J a p a n e s e government toward the 
principle

Uebida, remains unchanged. 
The

Attention of good roads boosters 
in Rush county and more particul­ 
arly the county commissioners, is 
directed to the 
new 
road 
patrol 
maintenance law passed by the last 
legislature through the efforts of the 
Hoosier State Automobile Assoeia 
lion a-> the result of an opinion jus 
given out by Attorney General U. S 
Lash. 
The attorney general agrees 
that the road patrol law is designed 
to preserve a road a f te r it is once 
made good and in this will affect 
a 
tremendous financial saving through­ 
out the state. 


The state automobile association, 
points 
out 
that the new law give.* 
counties a real working plan for tin 
maintenance 
of its main highways 
There w as some doubt in tin* mind of 
some 
people a s to when the law’s 
provisions must lie put in operation. 
Mr. Noble! requested an 
opinion on 
this point from the attorney gener­ 
al's office and Mr. Lesh writes 
as 
follows: 
“ Section I o f the Acts of 1913, as 
amended by Sec. I, of file Acts 
of 
1921, provides that “ annually after 
this act takes effect, and at least 
thirty days before the ro a d levy is 
fixed fo r the ro a d re p air funds, the 
county highway superintendent shall 
file with the county commissioners a 
report disclosing the ways and means"' 
which in his judgment should be em ­ 
ployed during the coming y ea r to 
take care of the ro a d s under bis s u p ­ 
ervision to the best advantage. 
In 
this report 
he shall indicate what 
roads under his supervisions should 
be maintained by p atro l methods, b e ­ 
ing careful for this purpose to select 
those ro a d s which are most traveled 
and thereby require more attention 
than the side roads." 
“ This act came into force May 31, 
1921. The tax l e w for the ro a d r e ­ 
pair fund is required to be made by 
the County Council on the first T u e s­ 
d ay a f te r the first Monday in Sep­ 
tember each year. It follows th a t the 
county ro a d superintendents should, 
as soon as possible, and 
not 
later 
than thirty days prior to the time the 
tax l e w for the road re p air fund is 
made, make out and file 
with .the 
county commissioners the report re ­ 
quired by the act o f 1921 and in­ 
clude in it what in his hest judgment 
are the hest ways and means to be 
employed during the coming y e a r to 
care for and m aintain tin* highways 
and indicate what ro a d s under his 
supervision should he maintained by 
patrol methods, selecting those the 
most traveled. This; report form s the 
basis to bo considered in making the 
levy.” 
The Hoosier Automobile a s so c ia ­ 
tion, having sponsored this law, de­ 
clares its operation will not only save 
from $50 to $100 a year in w ear and 
tear on each m otor vehicle, but will 
prove a vast economy to each coun­ 
ty and therefore the association is 
urging th a t every community sec to 
it th a t this law is made operative in 
their section. “ It is the law: the road 
superintendent and the commission­ 
ers are required to follow its p r o ­ 
visions, but there is a chance fo r u n ­ 
intentional oversight on this new r e ­ 
gulation unless good ro a d s boosters 
everywhere assist us in pointing out 
the requirements o f this law," 
d e ­ 
clared ATr. Noblet. ‘’Here is a real 
good r o a d s machine, at last,” says 
he. “ Let's see to it that every coun­ 
ty in Indiana lints this machinery 
into operation this 
fall. 
The 
road 
superintendents have only a 
short 
time in which to make out their re ­ 
commendations and we urge them to 
do so at once.”
